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This is a decision on the petition filed February 28, 2005, to revive the above identified 
application under 37 CFR 1 . 1 37(a) 1 or in the alternative under 37 CFR 1 . 1 37 (b) 2 . 

The petition under 37 CFR 1.137(a) is DISMISSED . 
The petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b) is GRANTED . 

This application became abandoned on August 5, 2004, for failure to file a timely reply 
to the Notice to File Missing Parts, mailed June 4, 2004, which set a two (2) month 



A grantable petition under 37 CFR 1.137(a) must be accompanied by: 

(1) the required reply, unless previously filed; In a nonprovisional application abandoned for failure to 
prosecute, the required reply may be met by the filing of a continuing application. In a nonprovisional utility or plant 
application filed on or after June 8, 1995, and abandoned for failure to prosecute, the required reply may also be met 
by the filing of a request for continued examination in compliance with §1.114. In an application or patent, 
abandoned or lapsed for failure to pay the issue fee or any portion thereof, the required reply must be the payment of 
the issue fee or any outstanding balance thereof. 

(2) the petition fee as set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(1); 

(3) a showing to the satisfaction of the Commissioner that the entire delay in filing the required reply from 
the due date for the reply until the filing of a grantable petition pursuant to 37 CFR 1.137(a) was unavoidable; and 

(4) any terminal disclaimer (and fee as set forth in 37 CFR 1.20(d)) required pursuant to 37 CFR 1.137(c)). 

Effective December 1 , 1997, the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .137(b) now provide that where the delay in reply 
was unintentional, a petition may be filed to revive an abandoned application or a lapsed patent pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .1 37(b). A grantable petition filed under the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .1 37(b) must be accompanied by: 

(1) the required reply, unless previously filed. In a nonprovisional application abandoned for failure to 
prosecute, the required reply may be met by the filing of a continuing application. In a nonprovisional utility or plant 
application filed on or after June 8, 1995, and abandoned for failure to prosecute, the required reply may also be met 
by the filing of a request for continued examination in compliance with § 1 .1 14. In an application or patent, 
abandoned or lapsed for failure to pay the issue fee or any portion thereof, the required reply must be the payment of 
the issue fee or any outstanding balance thereof. 

(2) the petition fee as set forth in 37 CFR 1.1 7(m); 

(3) a statement that the entire delay in filing the required reply from the due date for the reply until the filing 
of a grantable petition pursuant to 37 CFR 1.137(b) was unintentional. The Commissioner may required additional 
information where there is a question whether the delay was unintentional; and 

(4) any terminal disclaimer (and fee as set forth in 37 CFR 1.20(d)) required pursuant to 37 CFR 1.137(c)). 
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shortened statutory period for reply. No extensions of the time for reply under 37 CFR 
1.136(a) were obtained. Accordingly, a Notice of Abandonment was mailed February 
18,2005. 

PETITION UNDER 37 CFR 1.137(a) 

The Commissioner may revive an abandoned application if the delay in responding to 
the relevant outstanding Office requirement is shown to the satisfaction of the 
Commissioner to be "unavoidable". 3 Decisions on reviving abandoned applications on 
the basis of "unavoidable" delay have adopted the reasonably prudent person standard 
in determining if the delay was unavoidable: 

The word 'unavoidable' ... is applicable to ordinary human affairs, and 
requires no more or greater care or diligence than is generally used and 
observed by prudent and careful men in relation to their most important 
business. It permits them in the exercise of this care to rely upon the 
ordinary and trustworthy agencies of mail and telegraph, worthy and 
reliable employees, and such other means and instrumentalities as are 
usually employed in such important business. If unexpectedly, or through 
the unforeseen fault or imperfection of these agencies and 
instrumentalities, there occurs a failure, it may properly be said to be 
unavoidable, all other conditions of promptness in its rectification being 
present. 4 

The showing of record is inadequate to establish unavoidable delay within the meaning 
of 35 U.S.C. § 133 and 37 CFR 1.137(a). 5 Specifically, an application is "unavoidably" 
abandoned only where petitioner, or counsel for petitioner, takes all action necessary 
for a proper response to the outstanding Office action, but through the intervention of 
unforeseen circumstances, such as failure of mail, telegraph, facsimile, or the 
negligence of otherwise reliable employees, the response is not timely received in the 
Office. 6

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Petitioner asserts that the Notice mailed June 4, 2004, was never received. A review of 
the record indicates no irregularity in the mailing of the Office action, and in the 
absence of any irregularity in the mailing, there is a strong presumption that the Office 
action was properly mailed to the address of record. This presumption may be 
overcome by a showing that the Office action was not in fact received. The showing 
required to establish the failure to receive an Office action must include a statement 
from the inventor that the Office communication was not received and attesting to the 
fact that a search of the docket records indicates that the Office communication was not 
received. A copy of the docket record where the non-received Office communication 
would have been entered had it been received and docketed must be attached to and 
referenced in petitioner's statement. 7 

Petitioner has not submitted additional evidence to corroborate the allegation of non- 
receipt. As the showing presented is insufficient to establish unavoidable delay within 
the meaning of 35 U.S.C. § 133 and 37 CFR 1.137(a), the petition will be dismissed. 

PETITION UNDER 37 CFR 1.137(b) 

This petition, as filed in the alternative under 37 CFR 1.137(b), is granted. 

As the present petition was filed and decided under both 37 CFR 1.137(a) and (b), 
counsel's deposit account, No. 19-1800, has been charged in the amount of $500 for 
the unavoidable petition and $1500 for the unintentional petition and will not be 
refunded. Petitioner is also advised that effective December 8, 2004 the petition fees 
for a large entity was set at $500.00 and $1500.00 respectively for petitions under 
37 CFR 1.137(a) and (b) and not $110.00 and $1330.00 as indicated in the petition.
